The  further  evidence  intended  to  be  offered  consists 
of  eycerpts  from  certain  books  and  a  regulation. 

Mr.  Howard,  for  the  applicant  accused,  says  this  new 
evidence  is  intended  to  neet  evidence  brought  out  by 
the  Russian  prosecution  —

THE  PRESIDENT:  —  brought  out  by  the  Russian 
prosecution  through  the  witness  KEISAKU  f urakami. 

!!R.  H07ARD:  On  the  29th  of  October,  1047. 

THE  PRESIDENT :  Yes,  who  offered  an  additional 
affidavit.  That  is  your  position? 

IT*.  HOWARD:  ves .  ’"e  don't  have  our  evidence 

processed  this  afternoon,  and  it  looks  like  the  defense 
is  about  to  run  out  of  evidence,  so  there  might  be 
some  other  business  to  be  handled  before  we  get  to 
this,  since  we  are  not  quite  ready. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  "Tiat  have  you  to  say,  ?'r. 
Tavenr.er? 

MR.  TAVENNER:  If  it  please  vour  Honor,  T 
think  I  should  object  on  general  principles,  chiefly 


because  I  haven't  had  an  opportunity  until  this  moment 
to  know  anything  about  this  and  to  test  the  real  value  of  th 
evidence  tint  lfl proposed  to  be  introduced. 

THE  PRESIDENT i  All  I  can  say  is  that  if  it 
is  really  an  answer  to  the  additional  affidavit  adduced 
bv  the  Russian  prosecution  durins  the  course  of  one 
of  the  defense  cases,  we  will  receive  it  subject  to 
any  objection.  Perhaps  you  had  better  wait  until  the 
evidence  is  tendered.  I  can  only  take  it  to  be  the 
cese  that  this  evidence  is  really  intended  to  meet  the 
additional  affidavit  of  KEISAKU  Furakami,  tendered  at 
that  stage.  But  that  does  not  prevent  you  from  object¬ 
ing  in  court,  of  course,  to  certain  portiohs  of  it. 

I'R.  TAVENNERs  Yes. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  There  are  three  eycerpts  and 
a  regulation. 

!*R.  HOWARD:  Actually  it  will  take  very  little 

time. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  think  we  must  give  you  leave 
to  offer  this  evidence  at  ell  events. 

HR.  HOWARD:  Thank  you*  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT;  But  it  may  not  be  admitted. 

It  depends  on  the  objection  of  the  prosecution. 

NR.  TAVENFER:  That  is  satisfactory.  It  is 
impossible  for  us  to  know  whet  we  should  object  to  at 


this  tine. 

TH^  PR’iTIDETTs  "’e  can't  cons  id.  t  the  evi¬ 
dence  on  its  merit?  here.  That  has  to  b’!  determined 
in  court.  Te  will  leave  it  at  that.
